Berlin, Oct. 6.—An electric car on 


the Marienfeldc-Zo&son experimental 
line reached a speed of 125 4-D miles 
per hour today, or a kilometer more 
than the highest previous record. 
The machinery and roadbed were un> 
impaired. The engineers are determ- 
ined to try for still higher speeds and 
venture the opinion that they, will bo 
able to attain the rate of 140 miles 
per hour. The'current was between 
13,000 and 14,000 .volts, capable o£ 
driving, the car at the rate of over 
200 miles. 
This power is reduced 


by transformers to. about 4fiO volts. 
The car used today had four motors 
having together about 1,100 horse- 
power. It was tliB car used in tho 
previous tests this year and is con- 
structed on tho Slemens-Halske sys- 
tem. 
Another car of somewhat dif- 


ferent equipment as to motors and 
transformers has been built for addi- 
tional high speed tests. 


The lives of all.on board the ex- 


perimental car were heavily insured. 


A large, party of engineers, mili- 


tary men and civilians gatnered at 
Dallwitz, where the. highest points 
of speed ore reached In these experi 
ments, A French observer remarked 
that the new sensation of the power 
of velocity inspired by the car's flight 
was .worth traveling from Parts to 
see. 


There were twelve to fourteen per 


sons (on board tbe car, all technical 
men, ,They.affirm that .the motion of 
the car was no greater than that of an 
ordinary express train. 


A curious phenomenon accompany- 


ing tho car Is the continuous spark- 
ling of electricity from the six trol- 
ley arms. 
While the engineers do 


not believe a speed of 125 miles is 
practicable at present >on the state 
railroads thoy aro prepared to recom- 
mend a speed of 93 miles an hour 
between Berlin and Hamburg.

Has Second Disaster of Year

BIG BLffi GAVE 


For (the second time within rtiho pres 


ent year disaster overtook the bi 
plant of the Fred Eckart Packing com 
pany on West Main street Monday 
aveoiing when, fire destroyed a ver; 
large portion of the establishineni 
entailing a loss estimated ' ai from 
305,000 to $75,000. It was on ih 
morning of January 29,1003 that th 
packing house was wrecked by a ter 
rifle explosion, in which five men las 
thodr lives and mnny others were In 
Jured. 


The fire Monday night inged 


the same portions of the pUvnffc which 
were destroyed In the explosion la 
than a year ago, but covered a widi 
area of damage, though (bo prescn 
catnathopho was fortunately attendee 
by no loss of life. The fire started in 
the lard room, sltututed upon 4ho eec 
ond floor and about midway back In 
the series of departments 
which- 


make up the big Institution, and its 
origin is a mystery. 


It raged with fearful fury for hourar 


giving the department 
ono of thi 


hardest fights in Iho history of Hh( 
city, and completely gutted the «»• 
ond and third etories of nearly oil 
that portion of 4he plant to the mar 
of -tihe retail ruid office departments 
which front upon Main street In 
tho several departments were iJiou-

market. Much of this Is a total loss 
but anything like an act-arato estl-

WENT LIKE A FLASH. 


Tho big Are started about B:40 


o'clock, just at a time whom the ima- 
Jorlty of the Inrgo force of eanployes 
were leaving the building nt the closi 
of the day's -work. Despite -tihe foot 
that employes hud been In the vicini- 
ty of tho lard department where tiho 
flre started not to exceed ten minutes 
prior to the discovery of the flames, 
ihe fire had secured an almost incred- 
ibly heavy start, nnd was licking up 
the grease-soaked floors and parti- 
tions with fearful fury, and thr 
,ng tongues of flame were leaping 
'rom the •windows upon tho second 
floor. 


The discovery was apparently mado 


simultaneously by a cellar employe 
lamed Sehwier who htad. goaie to -the 
second floor to discard his working 
clothes for the day, street railway 
men upon a passing car, and the crew 
of & Lake Erie and Western switch 
engine which was working on tho 
;racks in the rear of tihe plant e 
some cars which were to have been 
oaded with cattle today, 
Tho whistle of the switch, engine 


gave the first public alarm, and a 
moment later the box of the Postal 
night-watch system was pulled and 
the city flre department was called 
by telephone. Manager Henry Eck- 
art-was near the rear of the plant 
when he heard tho frantic screeches 
o£ the switch engine's whistle and 
ran from the building thinking the 
flre was to the southward. Hallioad 
men directed hia attention to hia own 
establishment, and at that moment 
:he entire lard department seemed a 
sea of flame. 


VOLUNTEERS .FOUGHT IT. 


Instantly an army of employes of 


the plant formed themselves into a 
volunteer flre department, connected 
a flre hose with an elevated, tank: 
tbovo the building and turned 
the 


first stream of water upon the flames, 


pumps were started to replenish 


the drain upon the water supply In 
the tanks, and the men leapt up an 
lerolc fight until a steam pipe burst, 
rendering: it impossible to 
throw 


nirre water into the elevated supply' 
jink.

house employes, however, that 


aontrlbuted very largely to the aav- 
ng of tho engine and boiler rooms, 
with, their expenalv emachlnery, in- 
lading the artificial ice plant, from 
destruction.

He haa been 
twice, married. 
His first wife was 


a daughter of Sir Oharles Tennan; 
and his second is a daughter of Arch- 
ibald Balfour. He is a cousin of Her- 
bert Gladstona and his brother, Sir 
Neville Lyttelton, is commander of 
the forces in South Africa. Mr. Lyt- 
telton presided over the commission 
sent to South Africa to deal with the 
Boer claims and .he also took a prom- 
inent part in the, Reid Newfoundland 
arbitration. 


Although his appointment is likely 


to be keenly criticised the now colon' 
ial secretary is almost sure of a 
hearty reception In the ministerial 
ranks.

story.of the building, the fire natural- 
ly swept upward engulfing the third 
story of the structure, then spread 
north and south over tho entire area 
of the 
manufacturing1 'departments 


. nnd then with resistless fuiy attacked 
the cold storage departments at cither 
end. 
These 
were literally packed 


from top to bottom wifli meats of all 
description, the stock on hand being 
worth something like $50,000. 


For hour after hour tho battle con- 


tinued until the entire upper portioi 
of the "buildings were euten away. 
The walls themselves stood apparent- 
ly uninjured while'the wooden super- 
structure flnd the contents of the sec- 
ond, and third stories of the build- 
ings melted away before the furious 
flames. The firemen, of tar more than 
two hours of battle, were able to get 
the blaze under sufficient control to 
guarantee the safety of the office and 
retail building-, in which is also lo- 
cated the sausage department, and 
the firemen we'r- also successful in 
their efforts to prevent 
4.he fire de- 


scending1 into the first floor of the 
building in which' the blfze origin- 
ated. 
The entire second and third 


stories, however, were gutted, and the 
roof was burned at/ay. 


FIGHT WAS HARDEST. 


It was in the two cold storage de- 


partments, however, that the 
men had their longest and hardest 
struggle. These immense buildings, 
completely filled with meats In re- 
frigeration, were divided into com- 
partments, and about 
each 
were 


shafts through which the cold air 
passed downward and the heated air 
found ogress upward. In these air- 
shafts, where It was almost Impossi- 
ble to reach the flames, the firo raged 
fov hours. Again and again 
great 


masses of burning brands • dropped 
down the shafts to the interior of the 
building, requiring the most careful 
watchfulness upon tho' part of the 
firemen to prevent a new source of 
danger from 
below. 
Hour 
after 


hour the firemen battled, attacking 
thfl blaze from every point, pouring 
Into the buildings a deluge of water 
that soaked down Into 
the 
lower 


floors and cellars of the buildings. 
Tho hydrant facilities made it possi- 
ble to use but three steamers, and 
even then it was impossible to necuri) 
sufficient water to work them to their 
capacity, and for a time the pressure 
was veiy we.ik. 
Little 
by 
little,, 


however, the mantfiry t was pained,, 
but it whfl not until 4 o'clock tht 
morning after ten hours of flghtinrr 
that the'last, of the 
.engine com 


panics was withdrawn. Then at 0 
o'clock 
this 
morning 
smoldering 


embers were discovered in tho boo 
cold storage building, and the firfl 
men were again called. Tho flre 
burning in sawdust used In packing 
about tho refrigerator, and It 
re 


quired considerable effort to locati 
tho source of trouble. 


A SCENE OF RUIN. 


The portion of the big plant swept 


by flre, other sections deluged bj 
water and littered by debris presents 
a scene of ruin, the flre having com- 
pletely swept away the interior of thi 
second and third stories of the ma- 
jor portion of 
the 
establishment 


How much damage has been done to 
the pork in cold storage by smoke 
and water cannot be told until it *s 
removed. 
In the rear cold storage 


were hanging; the carcasses of many 
beeves and hogs 
killed 
yesterday, 


and it is probable that the greater 
portion of this has escaped injury. 
There has been no damage either 10 
the engines, boilers nor the ice plant. 


Long before the firemen, had loft 


the plant members of the 
Ecknrt 


company held a consultation to take 
measures to reooup their damage as 
quickly as possible and continue bus- 
iness with as little interruption as 
may be. The salvage of the meats 
on hand is a question to be solved 
at'once. This morning the engines 
were started to operate the ice ma- 
chine for the least Injured of the cold 
storage houses, and 0. R. Higgins, 
of the Higgins Artificial Ice com- 
pany, drove to the plant early today 
to proffer the use .of the big cold 
storage capacity of his company, and

ID NABROW ESCAPE 


Hid JOJH 81 FIRE 


Jdhn Bifchman Injured by the 


Burning of BarnWhere He 


Slept--Loss Heavy. 


John Birch man, ait expressman and 


dealer In junk, who occupied a room 
above the barn In the rear of the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Rosa J. Wort, at 408 
Eaat Main street, was awakened short- 
ly before 1 o'clock this morning to 
find the entire structure a roaring 
mass of Hamcs, and enveloped In a 
cloud o£ stifling einuUo, ho groped hie 
way to a window on the north sldo of 
the room, wrenched an Iron netting 
from tho frame and dropped to the 
ground, fifteen feet below. 


Tlio flro burned tlio roof off the barn, 


destroyed all of the Interior wood- 
work, ruined Blrchman's stock of 
baled paper, is thought to have melted 
$285 In gold that he IB said to have 
boon saving for his wedding, burned 
his horse so badly that It died of its 
injuries, Is believed to have consumed 
a collection of stamps that bo had 
saved diligently for a iiumber of years 
nnd valued at several thousand dol- 
lars, melted ono of the cables of tho 
Homo Telephone company and worked 
a damage that It Is very difficult to es- 
tlmato In dollars and cents. 


Patrolman Stevens spent tho morn- 


ing looking through tho ruins and 
fouud Blrchman's watch, worth $90,: 
which was badly damaged, a gar- 
net ring and a rub nln. 
A dla- 


inond valued at ?2GO was missing at 
noon. 
Blrcliman's arm was 
badly 


burned, his hair and eyebrows were 
slngud off and ho inhaled a groat quan- 
tity of suioko. 
He was bruised by his 


jump from tho window and Is at Hope, 
hospital, where ho was taken In tho 
patrol vngnn shortly after the fire. 
Hls-condition is not thought to be seri- 
ous. 


Tho flro was discovered by Harry J. 


Wort, a son of tho owner of the barn, 
who was awakened by tho roar of the 
llamcs. 
He ran to headquarters, but 


tho apparatus was nt the Eclcart fire. 
An alarm was sounded. In tho mean- 
time tho lioso cart from station No. 1 
was sighted at Main and 
Cnlhpun 


streets and tho firemen ivcro notified 
of tho blaze. They made tho run to 
tlio barn and found It burning finrcoly. 
Two other companies were called and 
after a BtifT fight subdued the flames 
without allowing them to communicate 
to the surrounding property. 


The patrol wagon made the run to 


the fire and the officers endeavored to 
kick In tho doors in order to allow the 
horse to escape, Init found thorn fast- 
ened and the animal was burned to 
death before they could effect its re- 
lease. 


A peculiar feature that developed In 


connection with the fire this morning 
is that Patrolman Stevens, In his hunt 
for the mfssfng valuables found the 
trousers that Birchman had taken off 
when ho went to bed. 
The diamond, 


a ring and some money wera in one of 
the pocketa and the other was filled 
with hickory nuts. 
Tho pocket con- 


taining the valuables was half de- 
stroyed and the other was only slightly 
scorched. 


Spontaneous combustion that took 


place In the stock of junk on tho lower 
floor is tho probable cause of tho fire. 
Birchman retired to his room about 11 
o'clock last night and says there was 
no fire In tho barn at that time. 
The 


damage to the tclcphono system will 
bo repaired during the day. The men 
wero put at work early this morning. 
The cable that was melted Is what is 
known as a Afty-pair cable, but was 
carrying only twenty-five telephones, 
all located in tho territory immedi- 
ately east of the barn building. 


Patrolman Splllner found one" of tho 


missing diamonds just before noon, 
The stone la valued at $280 and had 
fallen in a lot of cotton batting stored 
on tha ground floor. A pin worth JJS8Q 
was also found nnd three diamond 
rings, all considered worth $150 were 
nlso found,

C. L. Funk, a bralteman employed on, 


the Pennsylvania railroad, met sud- 
den death early this morning In the 
east yards of the company, near the 
works of the Western Gaa Construc- 
tion company and west of Winter- 
street, by Uelug struck by a fast freight 
train. 


The dead man was a member ol 


Conductor P. O. Dinklage's crew anci 
had been called, to go out with the 
crow on an extra freight train at 4:60 
a. m. While on his way to the east 
yards at 4:10 o'clock this morning, he 
met the Pennsylvania westbound lim- 
ited, No. 5, on the main track, and it 
Is supposed that in getting out o£ the 
way of this train he stepped in front 
of the first section of eastbound train 
No. V6, a high-class freight, which ivaa 
running nt a high rate of speed, as It 
was at the spot where the body -was 
later found that the two trains passed 
each other. 
The noise of the 
ap- 


pfoarhing train in front of him had 
apparently drowned that of tho train 
coming from behind and ho had no 
warning of the fate that was to over- 
take him. 


Soon after the trains had passed tho 


body was found by tho railroad em- 
ployes and removed to the Peltier 
morgue and the coroner notified. 
An 


examination of the hotly by Deputy 
Coroner Van Buskirk showed that the 
right arm had been almost cut off, the 
member hanging to the body by a few 
shreds of skin, tho hip fractured and 
tho abdomen crushed. It is thought 
from the nature of the wounds that 
death must havo been instantaneous. 


Mr. Kunk was about twenty-one 


years of age and had been in tho em- 
ploy of the Pennsylvania company but 
a few weeks, making'only six or sbvon 
trips over tho road. The young man 
boarded with Mrs. Holllngcr, 317 Baker 
street, and it Is not known that he had 
anj[ relatives in Fort Wayne.

WONDERFUL SET OF MACHINES. 


Tliuy Include Two Ilumiticrn, Tiro 


Anvils, Two Stir ruin, Six Caimls, 
Two Snail SlicllB, Six Urunia n 
Several Otli*>r Curious Uteimlla, 
The hearing apparatus la far more 


wonderful than most people have the 
slightest idea of. 
It Is a marvelous 


collection of instruments for receiving, 
magnifying uud recording sounds or 
vibrations, us the learned terra them. 


What you flo when you speak to a 


friend 13 to throw the air into vibra- 
tion. Your yocul organs strike the all', 
and the impulses thus caused reach the 
trumpet shaped bits of flesh and grlstlo 
you call cars. You have oltogtlier six 
ours. 


Tho flaps which are stuck on to each 


side of the head are the outer curs. Be- 
sides these there arc the middle ears 
and the inner ears, all of which He in 
cavities lii iho bones of the head. All 
that the iiaps do is to collect and con- 
centrate the vibrating currents of air, 
so that they may strlUc the ear drums. 


These hit tor arc really the middle 


cars. The outer car narrows as It en- 
ters the bend and ends in a ring. A 
membrane Is stretched over this ring, 
much'in the same way as a piece of 
parchment Is stretched over the bond 
of a drum. 


The ear drum is a true drum, for it 


can be tightened nnd slackened by 
means of levers in fide for that purpose. 
The tightening and slackening arc done 
quite automatically to suit the various 
Bounds. 


This Is Iiow .It is tightened: In the 


middle oar arc four tiny bones, the 
most peculiar looking bones huiiglini- 
blc. Tile blppcst Is a little odd shaped 
bone called tbc imillot.
